Revolt in Conquered

By the Associated Press 
Russian armies defending Smolensk, 


gateway to Moscow, were reported to 
have slaughtered four German divi- 
sions (about 60,000 men) Saturday and 
Soviet dispatches declared that Nazi 
advance forces were retreating with 
heavy losses under Red army counter 
attacks. 


German reports said the Nazi in- 


fantry was moving up to advance 
fighting lines in the Smolensk salient 
and had freed swift panzer columns 
for new breaks toward Moscow. 


On the southern front Hitler's high 


command said another destructive bat- 
tle was underway about 150. miles 
south of Kiev, Ukraine capital, and 
that Nazi speed troops had knifed 
deep into retreating Red army col- 
umns. 


The German high command said a 


Soviet division had been trapped east 
of Smolensk and completely hemmed 
in.

Bayonet Charge 
The Russian communique said 'that 


bayonet .charging Red army xroops" 
killed hundreds of Germans of the 
Id7th Nazi infantry division in the 
Smolensk sector and said that arfe 
tillery units .accounted for other hun- 
dreds slaini1'; 


Soviet dispatches also, .reported that 


the,. 99thi.Red army-division, -organiza- 
tion of picked veterans, had destroyed • 
three other German divisions. 


The Russians said that German tank 


units were half burying their 'tanks 
and using them for pill boxes. 


While the Russians pictured 
the 


42-day-old conflict as in their favor 
the Germans said an onslaught against 
Moscow was imminent. 


Berlin quarters said a German van- 


guard had overtook retreating^Ussian 
troops and had established another en- 
circlement. 
The precise locale was 


not given, but indicated it to be in 
the vicinity of Yyazna, 130 miles frbm 
Moscow. 


Revolt Behind Lines 
Behind the line of battle a rising 


tide of revolt was reporte'd in German 
conquered countries. 


Belgium sources said that Belgium 


independence day, July 21, was mark- 
ed by a stormy anti-German demon- 
stration and reported street 
fight- 


ing in many parts of the country. 


In Stockholm Swedish newspapers 


said German police had taken over all 
power in Norway and that a state 
of civil seige had been proclamied 
throughout Nazi-occupied 
territory. 


The German action was said to have 
followed a clash between Nazi ma- 
rines and civilians at Alesund, Nor- 
way, 


Meanwhile on the diplomatic front 


Mexico demanded the recall of the 
German minister, and the ousting of 
the Nazi consul after rejecting a Nazi 
suggestion that Mexico protest Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's action in blacklisting 
firms of Germany in Latin America.

Full Cooperation 
Needed in Cam- 
paign for New 
Cotton Markets 


Calling on every member of the cot- 


ton industry in Hempstead county and 
the surrounding area to pledge anew 
his allegiance to the drive for cotton 
markets. President Oscar Johnston of 
the National Cotton Council said that 
the assurance of parity prices for cot- 
ton is only the beginning of the cot- 
ton farmer's fight for parity income. 


"Only through the attainment of 


parity consumption can the farmer be 
assured that his income will be on a 
par with that of other workers." Mr. 
Johnston declared. "For that reason 
we must not slacken for a moment 
our efforts to increase the consump- 
tion, of American 
cotton 
products; 


rather, we must intensify and re- 
double those efforts. 


"During the parity period, 1909 to 


1914, the consumption of American 
cotton averaged nearly 13,500,000 bales. 
We must reach at least this level of 
consumption to give us parity income. 
We must go far beyond it if we are 
to achieve real prosperity for the 
Cotton Belt. 


' "The only way we can hope to 


reach the parity consumption mark is 
though a continuation of the pro- 
gram of advertising, scientific research 
efforts to regain foreign markets, and 


1 resistance to discriminatory legisla- 
tion, which the cotton industry has 


J carried on for the past two years. 


•• . "In the end, it will avail us litt'.o 


to have parity prices if cotton con- 
sumption is cut down. A parity price 
means nothing unless we can sell a 
sufficient number of pounds of ou; 
product at that price to insure us i 
living wage and a decent return fo: 
our. efforts. 
"That the cotton industry's program 


to secure increased consumption i 
aimed in the right direction is prove* 
by the gratifying results which hav 
been achieved thus far. A gain of 
almost 2,500,000 bales in domestic cot- 
ton consumption over last year is al- 
ready in sight.

Cold beverages arc recommended 


by nutritionists too, according to Miss 
Mary E. Longhead of the University 
of Arkansas College of Agriculture, if 
not taken loo fast or in too large 
quantities. 


On hoi, humid "sticky" days, cold 


beverages are more refreshing than 
hot ones, but on hot, dry days, hot 
beverages may have a more cooling 
effect as they induce more rapid pers- 
piration which cools the body as it 
vaporatcs, the Extension specialist in 
oods and nutrition says. 
Fruit juice beverages are particu- 


arly recommended since they have, 
n addition to their cooling effect, 
soom food value in the form of vita- 
nins, especially vitamin C, some en- 
ergy value, and small amounts of min- 
erals. 


Since the intake of food is likely 


to be less if large quantities of liquids 
arc used, the food value of the bev- 
erages used is an important consid- 
eration, Miss Longhead points out. 
Either canned or fresh fruit juices 
may be used, and a supply kept on 
hand will furnish, on short notice, 
many delightful cold drinks. 


For those fortunate enough to have 


automatic refrigerators, sweetened or 
unsweetened 
fruit 
juices, 
tomato 


juice, coffee and lea may be frozen 
in the trays the same as ice cubes. 
These can be used to chill the frosted 
drinks without diluting Ihem. 


To please the children, Miss Loug- 


hcad suggests making frozen suckers 
with fruit juices. This can be done 
by inserting a stout toothpick in the 
cubes as soon as they become mushy

The scientists breed chickens al- 


most to blueprint specifications. Big 
or little, dark or light swinnecl, spec- 
ialists in egg or meat production, or 
a combination—just out-line the type 
of cackler you want, and it's a pretty 
good bet they've 
turned 
out that 


kind of bird in Ihe course of their 
experiments. 


They don't overlook the most in- 


significant detail in developing new 
chickens to meet a specific require- 
ment. The color of pin-feathers, for 
inslance, gets serious attenlion. 


Dark pinfeathers spoil the appear- 


ance a dual-purpose job designed for 
both egg and meat production, they 
took pinfeathers into account, as well 
as skin and leg color. American house- 
wives prefer a rich, creamy-yellow 
skin and yellow shanks. 


Started With Meaty Chassis 


To get the Columbian, they start- 


ed with the Sussex, a superior meat 
producer. Sussex chickens have white 
shanks 
and too-light 
skin. 
They 


brought in Rhode Island Reds, sup- 
erior egg producers with yellow legs 
and skin, and 
White 
Wyanclottes, 


which have light pinfeathers. 


The Columbian has the meaty chas- 


sis of the Sussex, but the paint job is 
more attractive to the buyer's eye. 
In addition, the Columbian approach- 
es the egg record of the R. I. Reds. 


The Columbian is only one of many 


nar-miracles worked with chickens. 


By selective breeding, the federal

lion's poultrymen money is the sex 
determining technique. It's difficult 
to tell males from females when the 
chicks are jusl 
halched. It's im- 


portant, too, because it's expensive 
to feed a flock for layers and then 
discover most of them are roosters. 


In certain breeds, it was found that 


males carried lighter color genes. On 
hatching, the males were slightly pal- 
er in color. It was barely noticeable 
but by breeding yenerations for thai 
color factor, the scientists producec 
a strain that classfiies by sex as soon 
as the chicks break the shell. 


The males are light colored, with 


darker stripes running down thei 
jacks. The pullets are darker anc 
solid in color.

standingly betler eggs. Some diets re 
suit in eggs ultra-rich in needed vit 
amins. Other diets markedly incrcas 
egg yields. For premium holiday mar- 
kets, there can be eggs with yolk 
of most any colors—even purple!

Directions for laundering summer 


curtains and draperies suggested by 
Wrs. Fenton are as follows: 


Drapery materials which are laun- 


dered should have a small amount of 
starch to replace the sizing which will 
be washed out. For four window- 
length stripes or curtains use one- 
half cup of lump starch dissolved in 
one cup of cold ater. Pour the dis- 
solved starch into one quart of boil- 
ing water and cook over a slow flame 
for 7 minutes. Remove the scum, strain 
and add two-thirds of it to two buck- 
ets of water. Dip two draperies, then 
add the remainder of the starch and 
dip the other pieces. Dry in the shade 
as the bright sun shining on wet 
cloth will bleach it. Do not use bluing 
in the rinse water unless the draperies 
are white. Bluing gives a grayish tint 
to all tan, ecru, and outmcal tints.
